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PAUOA WATER IS 
PUSHED THROUGH 
IN LOWER HOUSE 


Nineteen 
Votes 
Mustered 
for 
the 
Measure 
Despite 
Strong 
Arguments. 


By a close drawing of lines the Pauoa water scheme was put 
through the House yesterday. 
The vote on the passage of the bill 


1vas nineteen to eight,tbree members being absent. 
The Oahu mem- 


bers voted 
five against and seven for the measure, but eliminating 
the three out of the city men the majority was against it, of the 
men whose homes and constituencies are in Honolulu proper. 
The 
bill was rushed to the Governor, 
so that the House will have a 
chance to vote 011 it again if it fails of executive approval. 


The Torrens land bill went through with a Inrge majority, 
though there was a time when it looked to be in trouble. 
There 
,was a feeling on the part of some of the men, who schemed to make 
it the club to force an extension of the session, to table the bill, and 
thus have an argument that there were important matters which had 
to be considered. 
But the friends of the measure got their votes to- 
gether and won out, the others falling into line. 
Many measures 


were advanced, the Ilouse working hard for a time. 
The Senate finished up two long appropriation bills yesterday 
and worked hard for about seven hours in order to do it. 
The loan 
bill passed second reading in the morning, 
with but few changes. 


Some of the items were reduced but the bill as passed exceeds the 
constitutional limit which the government may borrow within the 
next t wo years. 
In the afternoon the bill appropriating money for current 
ex- 
penses 
was considered 
and the session extended into the 
night, 
when the bill passed second reading. 
It will pass finally in the 
Senate on Saturday. 
There was some little excitement over the 
holding of a night session, which was resisted by the Home Rule 
members, but finally was forced through. 
The current expense 
bill brought out some lively discussions 
and it passed many new features. 
The bill itself carried appropria- 
tions for but six mouths, but "these were all "changed to cover tho 
entire biennial 
period. 
At the end was inserted a section 
which 
stops the payment of all money by the Territorial officers where the 
work, comes within the jurisdiction of the counties, under the county 
bill, after January 
1, 1904. 
An effo'rt was made by Senator Brown 
to make the appropriations payable only pro rata, to stop "pet 
schemes" of the government he said, and also to allow his pet Pauoa 
water scheme to get through. 
There was' unanimous 
opposition 
to 
this however, as the other Senators said the provision would prevent 
the making of any contracts by the Territory. 
This may be reme- 
died by an amendment on third reading to require all counties to 
take over the contracts made by the Territory. 
The Sena'te also increased the appropriation for St. Louis fair 
to ?50,000 with an additional 
15,000 for advertising purposes. 
The 
items for the Nuuauu Valley reservoir were cut in half, the item for 
the visit of the band to the other islands was stricken out, as was 
also the item for a Molokai steamer.

This work will be done at once and it is probable that the 
hole affair will go through within the next two months. 
In anticipation of the complete agreement upon the details of 
the deal, the Tramways eompnny hns entered into a provisional 
con- 
tract with the Rapid Transit Company by which the tracks of the 
former company in Alakea street, on the Esplanade and in Fort 
street to Queen, will be replaced' by the tracks of the Rapid Trausir 
Company. 
This will permit of the completion of the extension of the 
line out Emma street and around the foot of Punchbowl, 
as soon ay 
the Government 
approves the locations nnd plans as submitted to 
the Public Works Department something like two weeks ago.

COUNTY ACT NOW 


IN THE HANDS OF 
THE GOVERNOR 


Passes the House With 
Only 
One 
Negative Vote, That of 
Kupihea. 


(From Wednesday's 
dally.) 
County bill talk lias passed into the realm of guesses as to what 


is to be the result of the Governor's consideration 
of the bill, for it 
lias passed every stage of the legislative 
program. 
Before the final 
vote in the House yesterday a copy of the measure carefully 
type- 
written, was laid on the desk of the Speaker 
for signature in the 
event of its passing and the technicalities are all completed. 
There was one vote against the bill in the lower house 
yestor-da- 
y 
when the measure was put through. 
That vote was cast by the 
unreconstructed 
Home Ruler Kupihea, who, game to the end, would 
not lend his voice or vote to a measure which carried in it no general 
provisions, which he declares are necessary. 
There were three mem- 
bers whose votes wore not cast, one, Greenwell, having been called 
to his Komi home by the news of the illness 
of his sister; while 
Oili is ill. and Jaeger was absent. 
All the others put their voles in 
favor of the measure 
and the members gathered in the rear, and 
cheered for the passage of the measure. 
There is growing question 
as to the passage 
of the Long city 
and county act. 
It is recognized 
Unit it is out of tune with the 
county bill and general city bill, which have both passed. 
There is 
some talk that the Long bill will be amended, even though 
it will 
mean the taking out of it of tw special touches which have been 
imparted, the taking out of the provisions 
for county school and 
health bureaus, and in general the writing down of the measure to 
the basis of the general legislation. 
The Senate has been consider- 
ing the matter at some length, and the outcome is still a question. 
A long list of bills was taken up by the nouse during its ses- 
sions, but the docket was not cleared, owing to the fact that the 
members wanted to have an evening off to celebrate the passage of 
the county law, and so did not hold a night session. 
The Senate went through the order of the day in a hurry yes- 
terday and adjourned before three o'clock. 
In the morning 
notii"1 
was received from the House of the passage of the general municipal 
bill which in the opinion of a majority of the Senators obviates th 
necessity for the passage of the Long bill, granting a special charter 
to Honolulu. 
The Pauoa water bill came back with a number of amendments 
and it will probably pass today. 
The Senate also passed the militia 
bill, and several other minor bills on third reading. 
Some surprise was caused by a motion to take the Winston 
railroad franchise 
from the table, Avhich prevailed. 
It is reported 
that the company is willing to accept the Senate bill with a few 
changes. 
The veto of Governor Dole of the bill to provide incorporation 
for societies to prevent cruelty 
to children, 
was sustained in the 
Senate by a vote of nine to four.

As a Rule the City 
Merchants Speak 
Hopefully. 


There Is some slight tendency on tho 
pert of merchants 
In Honolulu In cer- 
tain lines to complain that trade Is not 
ns brisk ns It shoulu bo at this time 
of tho year, but 
on the whole there 
does not seem to bo any good cause for 
complaint. 
Tho 
spring trade has not 
perhaps opened 
ns lively as It should 
In all lines, but 'business hns neverthe- 
less heldj Its own since the opening of 
the year. 
Notably, there, has bcen on 
Increase In the tonnnge of tho harbor, 
save In tho month or Mnrch, when the 
number or ships coming Into tho port 
fell oft because of light winds In south 
ern latitudes. 
That 
applies 
to both 
Australia nnd the Horn trade. 
In Jan- 
uary and February 
there were large 
numbers 
of ships entered and cleared 
from tho port. 
Moreover, 
tho 
sugar 
fleet, tho around the world 
licet, hns 
been lato this year. 
Tho ships that load 
sugar for New 
York 
In Honolulu, 
go 
thenco 
to 
Hongkong 
or 
Hlogo 
or 
Shanghai, and It tnkes them 
n little 
more than a year to make the round, 
and so they continue to come later and 
later by a month or two until at lost 
they overlup and como In earlier. 
"But 
tonnage has held up 
remark- 
ably well," said B. Griggs Holt, man- 
ager for McCabo, Hamilton 
& Renny, 
yesterday, 
"and I think 
we may look 
for n pretty good fleet within the next 
t,en days." 
"I find a decided 
Increase 
In 
busi- 
ness," said George 
W. Smith, 
of Ben- 
son, Smith & Co. 
"And there Is every 
prospect of an Improved 
financial con 
dition In Honolulu within tho next eight 
months. 
Of course wo must all pull to- 
gether to bring this about, but It dan 
bo brought 
about. 
I know 
that our 
business has Increased 
materially 
with- 
in the past year, and good reports come 
to us from the other Islands.'' 
"Wo cannot complain of the business 
outlook," 
said 
Mr. 
Lewis, 
of Lewis 
brothers. 
"We are always busy 
dur- 
ing the first part or the week. 
But, 
as a mntter 
or fact, there has been 
an Increase since the Hrst of the yenr. 
Men In some other lines might not have 
done so well. 
I have heard some com- 
plaint or dull times about 
town. 
But, 
people must have groceries, you know. 
Wo would 
be the last place 
to feel a 
depression, 
If depression really existed. 
Maybe 
peoplo nre not buying so many 
luxuries. 
But we have no complaint. 
Our trade has not fallen oft. There has 
been a slight Increase, 
If anything." 
"Why," said tho manager of the mer- 
chandising department 
of Hackfcld 
& 
Co., 
"J. think business Is good. 
It may 
be a little dull 
In 
Honolulu, 
for 
the 
present, but certainly there has been an 
Increase 
in trade with the other lslunds. 
Do you not llnd It so among the other 
merchants ?"

them,

whole toward this end, however, 
recog- 


nizing that with new 
men 
come 
now 


methods 
and 
that 
new methods are 


sometimes better for a land thnn the old. 
For there are other merits besides nge. 
Also, the communities 
of the mainland 
west have powerful 
aids to their 
up- 
building 
in the great transcontinental 
railways and the officers of them, each 
recognizing 
that In bringing new 
peo- 
ple to the country and Inducing their 
settlement he 
Is building future trade 
for his particular 
line, and so making 
Ills placo 
more secure by making his 
own services more valuable to the com- 
pany he represents. 
One of these 
rail- 
way officials, a general passenger agent 
of one of the northern railways, speak- 
ing at a dinner in a great Oregon city 
not very long ago, used these words: 
"If the present residents 
of Uregon 
will look after the newcomer a bit and 
give some evidence 
of u desire to have 
him remain, it will go a long way 
to- 
ward making the Immigrant stay with 
us. 
A pleasant 
word 
and a friendly 
greeting to the stranger is worth much 
to him and costs 
the giver little.

perhaps knows

lonesome, and if allowed 
to drift along 
without attention 
from his neighbors 
he 
Is very apt to become 
dissatisfied 
and return. 
Encourage him, however, 
until 
he has established 
himself and 
made new friends nnd become 
one of 
us, and he will not be apt to regret the 
move."

Now, what is good advice to Oregon 
Is good advice to people 
In these 
Isl- 
ands. 
Nobody 
will 
dispute 
the 
open 
hospitality 
of the people 
of Honolulu 
and of the Islnnds generally. 
The 
nnd the white 
people 
who 
have come after them, have alwnys been 
noted 
for their hospitality. 
No 
man 
has ever needed to go without food and 
a bed, anywhere on the Islands, though 
there are many places where there nre 
no hotels and where 
there never have 
been 
hotels. 
But more 
is meant, 
in 
this, than hospitality 
to the stranger. 
There Is a tendency on the part of the 
people here, quickly perceived 
by the 
stranger, 
to look upon 'the newcomer, 
not as a man 
who hns lost caste 
tor 
the new 
comer 
hns no caste 
but as 
a man who must prove himself by the 
single test of long residence before 
he 
Is accepted at anything like full value. 
'Wo all honor the pioneers, 
of course. 
The men who open n country are men

very reason they and their descendants

Any land Is the better for the Infusion

Chamber of Commerce 
have both met, 
appointed 
committees,

who have examined the Mutual 
Tele-phon- o 
Company's 
system and 
cross-examin- 
ed 
Us manager. 
The 
expertB 
have reported, the committees have re- 
ported nnd the' associations have act- 
ed, 
In each case, unanimously. 
Tho 
one decision 
arrived nt Is that tho 
ex- 
isting system is so bad that nothing 
but practical 
In large 
part, 
will 
remedy 
the 
situation. 
If 
Oils were nil, the 
outlook 
would 
not 
bo so bad; but tho worst of It Is that 
the 
new 
construction 
now 
going 
on, 
Is of the same faulty character which 
has mainly caused the break down 
of 
the present 
system, 
viz: 
the use 
of 
porcelain 
knobs Instead 
of glass 
in- 
sulators 
to support 
the wires.' The 
government 
electric 
Inspector, 
Mr. 
Hanson, 
and 
the 
three 
experts 
who 
acted for the mercantile organizations, 
nil state that the use of the porcelain 
Insulators 
Is 
the mnln cause 
of the 
trouble. 
The 
Superintendent 
of the 
Company, 
Mr. Lehigh, alone maintains 
thnt they should 
be used. 
The reasons 
In their favor are that they are cheap 
and that they are small, allowing more 
wires on 
a cross nrm 
thnn 
If 
the 
larger glass Insulators are used. 
The 
reply Is that both reasons nre Insuffi- 
cient In view of the fact that the por- 
celain insulator 
docs 
not insulate 
in 
wet weather, while a glass one does. 
Tho 
contention 
of the 
experts 
Is 
borne out by the results, for It Is com- 
mon knowledge that telephones which 
work fairly 
well 
In 
dry weather, 
go 
out of commission with the first show- 
er. 
The only possible explanation 
of 
this 
Is, that the Insulation being 
de- 
fective, 
the electric current 
lenks 
off 
the wire through each defective 
Insu- 
lator, until none Is left with which 
to 
transmit 
the message. 
With such 
construction 
going 
on, 
nnd being justified 
by the Company, 
there 
Is no Improvement 
In sight, and 
the merchants 
have 
been 
luctantly 
compelled 
to decide that' the only avail- 
able relief Is a new system. 
Having 
arrived at this 
decision, 
If 
the merchants 
think 
that 
the 
an- 
nouncement 
of their 
opinion 
Is going 
to 
settle 
the matter, 
they 
are very 
much mistaken. 
The 
existing 
com- 
pany will naturally 
make a fight for 
Its monopoly; 
It has strong supporters 
In the legislature and many unforeseen 
obstacles will have to be overcome. 
If the merchants menn business, and 
want 
to make their desires effectual, 
they should appoint a strong commit- 
tee to press the subject, with power to 
net. 
If this is not done the whole 
agi- 
tation 
Is liable to fizzle out like a wet 
fire cracker. 
Whnt Is now needed 
Is not talk, but 
a telephone 
system that will

Many Members Favor Forcing Governor's Hand 
for an Extra Session 
House Will Decide 
at Once Its Attitude on Matter. 


(From Thursday's dally.) 
What will be done this session in regard to the appropria- 
tion bills Avill be decided within the next two days. 
The bills 
in the Senate havebeen 
laid over for later consideration and 
the House committee has not yet reported. 
There will be a 
meeting this morning which will settle the disposition 
of the 
lower Uodj'. 
Some of the members of the lower house have expressed 
the opinioji that it would be unwise to make any decided move 
with the appropriation bills nt this time. 
They say that the 
organic act is mandatory as to the calling of an extra session 
by the Governor, in the event of there being no appropriation 
bills, and they are of opinion that they should work along till 
the end of the sixty days, on regular matters, and then get the 
extra session and the 
200 each. 
Chairman Harris of the appropriations committee 
would 
not discuss the matter last evening, further than to say that 
he thought action should be had at once, so as to show that the 
legislature appreciated the, action of Congress in making the 
term sixty days in length, and then if it proved impossible 
to 
complete the business, there might be action by the Governor, 
in the event he deemed the general legislation still hanging of 
suiucieiiL imparlance xo can xue session into extra ueing, or to 
extend it. 
He said there would be some action by the appro- 
priations committee, 
as he had the bills ready for reporting, 
and he thought the best thing was to put them in the posses- 
sion of the House. 
Owing to the fact that it has taken two 
weeks to get a short report printed, there seems little chance 
that the measures will be printed and considered within the 
coming eleven days. 
There is a mass of legislation on the docket of the House, 
though the outlook is that much of it will die a natural deatli 
if it is taken up for regular consideration. 
There will be hard 
work done in the next few days if it is decided to put over the 
appropriation measures, so that the extra session is necessary 
for their consideration, 
as the members will pile up as heavy 
a mass of legislation as possible, so that the Governor will have 
his hands full to read and pass upon the measures.

Yesterday 
Judge 
Wilcox 
had Just a wee doubt 
In bis 
mind 
ns to how far legislators, while 
attending 
legislative 
sessions, 
were 
amenable to the law. 
Had he known 
In court what he learned later on, the 
representative 
would surely have been 
sent to jnll. 
The prosecution put 
on the 
Htnnd 
Joe Storer, the Porto Ttlcnn boy who

tained In my experiments, I announce 
to you that I have found the germs of 
leprosy 
in the fleas that have bitten 
the lepers, and I believe that the flea 
Is the agent that transmits the badllUB 
from the lepers to the clean, and thus 
communicates the dlsense. 
About this 
matter I have the results of many ex- 
periments 
unpublished."
